‘and insidious policy, which while it is 
gloried in many, as the perfection of 
wisdom, has, fer the most party disgra- 
ced the diplomatic intercourse of na- 
lions. 

The happy consequences which have 
resulted from the liberality of our ances- 
tors, and of the present generation, in the 
support of common schools, of the Col- 
leve, and of the Christian Ministry, de- 
monstrate the correctness of this theory. 
The uniformity and stability which have 
marked our public conduct, are gen- 
wine fruit of these and similar measures. 
In these remarks, it is no part of my ob- 
ject to eulogize the State, my design is 
to prompt to perseverance, in that course, 
which I deem essential to our safety and 
honor.

By these offences 
the State is not felt to be so immediate- 
ly injured, still, it is essentially and vi- 
tally affected. By the first, the ‘design of 
public worship and instruction is defeat- 
ed; by the second, the fear of an oath is 
diminished, official faithfulness is less 
guarded, and the investigation of truth, 


in trials at law, becomes more precari- | 


ous ; and by the third, the wealth of the 
State 13 wasted, and its citizens, instead 
of a blessing, become a burden and a 
curse. The laws for the prevention and 
punishment of these crimes against so- 
ciety cannot without disgrace be repeal- 
ed; and if they are not enforced, by those 
who are sworn to enforce them, they be- 
come the Cceasion of breaking down oth- 
er laws, Whichare intended to guard pub- 
lic morals; and of introducing such a 
constuction of official oaths, as shall 
leave them very little force or obligation 
on the conscience. Surely, such a state 
of things requires public animadversion ; 
and the rather, because, the licentious- 
ness to which it tends, strikes at the prin- 
ciple of a free republic. 

The rapid increase of the expense of 
supporting state paupers seems to require 
the attention of the Legislature.

' dissolved for other cause than thi. of a- 
dultery,which, it is conceived,is the only 
legitimate cause, so the Legislature, es- 
pecially of late years, have granted divor- 
ces for any. cause, aot specified in the 
statute, which they have deemed subver- 
sive of the ends of marriage. This prac- 
tice is right in principle, if the statute 
be so; if it be not it ought to be correct- 
ed, both asarule to the Court, and asa 
leading step towards altering the prac- 
tice af the..Legislature.
